lives of foreign nationals not yet evacuated and would have led to 
full-scale resumption of bloody civil war among contending Dominican 
factions. 

U.S., in maintaining elements its armed forces in Dominican Re- 
public, acted to preserve situation so that organs of Inter-American 
system could carry out their intended responsibilities under Inter- 
American treaties and assist people of Dominican Republic in re- 


establishing democratic government under conditions of public order, 
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Actions of U.S. were designed heip give c r to resolutions 
adopted by OAS, These resolutions (1) called for cease-fire; (2) 
appealed for establishment of international neutral zone of refuge; 
(3) dispatched five-member commission to Dominican Republic; and (4) 
called upon member governments supply food and medicine to people of 
Dominican Republic. Without continued action by U.S, OAS machinery 
could not have become effective, 

Acting upon recommendation of five-man commission, Meeting of 
Foreien Ministers resolved May 6 request establishment of an Inter- 
American Armed Force, This resolution recognized that formation of

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In addition, 36 more violations had been reported by cur forces as

In addition, Mr. Chaircnan, to the protest I have listed above, 
my Government has also directed three separate protests dated 


May 8th, 9th and 13th regarding the irreaponsible and strident

a situation which is already tense and precarious. I believe that
